The candidate will be presented by Ronald Charles Kahn, 
Professor of Politics 


Since 1947, Oberlin has been Shirley R. Johnson’s home and the beneficiary of her 
tireless work for civil liberties and education. She and her husband, Douglas R. 
Johnson, moved here from Yellow Springs, Ohio, where she helped found a chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties Union. In Oberlin she was a charter member of what is 
now the North Central Ohio chapter of the ACLU; later she helped found the Ohio 
affiliate of the national organization. She has held several offices on the state ACLU 
board, which honored her in 1977 for “her relentless efforts, both public and private, 
to secure the rights of all persons.” She presently serves on the state board and is a life 
member of the local board. 

Johnson’s service to Oberlin’s schools began in the late 1940s. During a contentious 
Oberlin school board election campaign, when the town’s two newspapers backed 
different candidates, a kindergarten teacher asked Johnson to go to a school board 
meeting. Though publicly elected, the board did not welcome visitors. Nevertheless, 
Johnson stayed, and she has been an observer at school board meetings ever since. 
She has also worked on school levy campaigns, served on building and guidance 
committees and continues to volunteer in the schools.

Johnson has served on the Oberlin fair housing committee, on the League of Women 
Voters and on the Oberlin Public Library board, which she chaired for three years. 
There she did what she had helped do as a school board observer: she opened the 
meetings to the public. 

In the early 1970s she became a “Nader Raider” for Ralph Nader’s Who Runs 
Congress study. With her husband she worked on several state house, senate and 
congressional campaigns for 13th-district congressman Don J. Pease. 

In 1960, with a B.A. (1940) and further education courses from Antioch College, 
Johnson became a substitute teacher in the Oberlin city schools. She took graduate 
courses at Kent State and Ohio State universities. Later she was a learning- 
disabilities tutor and teacher, retiring in 1994. In 1984 she received the Oberlin 
Ohio Education Association’s first community school service appreciation award 
for her continuing support for education. In 1986, she received the Oberlin school 
district recognition award, which honored her as “a very special caring tutor who is 
always ‘on the side of the child.’” She and her husband have two children and a 
granddaughter.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JOHNNETTA BETSCH COLE, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 
During Johnnetta Betsch Cole’s 30-year career as an anthropologist, 
professor, administrator, author, researcher and lecturer, she has been an 
advocate for people of color and women everywhere. When Dr. Cole 
became the seventh president of Spelman College in 1987, she not only 
became the first African-American woman to head this historically black 
college for women, she also helped to lead Spelman into the ranks of 
America’s outstanding colleges. At her inauguration, Drs. Bill and Camille 
Cosby gave a gift of $20 million to the college, the single largest gift from 
individuals to an historically black college or university. And Spelman 
made history in 1992 by becoming the first historically black college to 
receive a number one rating — as the best regional, liberal arts college in 
the South — in U.S. News & World Report's annual college issue of “Best 
College Buys.” 

Dr. Cole entered Fisk University in an early admissions program at the 
age of 15. Upon transferring to Oberlin, she majored in sociology and 
received her A.B. in 1957. She earned the M.A. (1959) and Ph.D. (1967) in 
anthropology from Northwestern University. She subsequently taught at 
Washington State University, where she was named Outstanding Faculty 
Member of the Year; at the University of Massachusetts at Amherst, where 
she became professor of Afro-American studies and anthropology and also 


PETER T. FLAWN, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Peter T. Flawn, noted geological scientist, author, educator and 
environmental advocate, became president of The University of Texas at 
Austin in 1979. He retired in 1985 and was named President Emeritus by 
the Board of Regents. 

He served in the U.S. Army Air Corps during World War II, majored in 
geology at Oberlin and received his A.B. in 1947. He received the MLS. 
(1948) and the Ph.D. (1951) in the same subject at Yale University. 

In 1949, Flawn joined the Bureau of Economic Geology at the 
University of Texas, Austin; later he was director of that bureau while 
teaching at the university. He served the University of Texas in several 
administrative capacities before becoming president of the Austin campus. 
He served as president of the Association of American State Geologists in 
1969-70, as president of the Geological Society of America in 1978 and as 
president of the American Geological Institute in 1988. 


ROBERT SHAW, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 

In 1991, Robert Shaw received the nation’s highest honor to performing 
artists “who, through a lifetime of accomplishment, have enriched 
American life by their achievement in the performing arts” — the Kennedy 
Center Honors. The following year he was awarded the National Medal of 
Arts in a White House ceremony. 

Shaw’s career began in New York, where he prepared choruses for 
Arturo Toscanini, Bruno Walter and other conductors. In 1948, he formed 
the Robert Shaw Chorale and Orchestra, which toured the United States 
during the next 17 years and was sent by the U.S. Department of State on 
tours of Europe, the Middle East and Latin America. As associate 
conductor of the Cleveland Orchestra, Shaw worked closely with George 
Szell for 10 years. Shaw became music director emeritus and conductor 
laureate of the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra in 1988, after serving as its 
music director for 21 years. During his tenure, Shaw built the Atlanta 
Symphony into a major American orchestra, which garnered widespread 
acclaim through national and international tours and award-winning 
recordings. 

_ Included among his many honors and awards are 13 Grammy Awards, 
England’s Gramophone Magazine Award, a Gold Record for the first 


served as associate provost for undergraduate education: and at Hunter 
College, where she was professor of anthropology and director of the Latin 
American and Caribbean studies program. She is a former trustee of Oberlin 
College. 

In 1992, as a member of President-Elect Bill Clinton’s transition team, 
Dr. Cole served as Cluster Coordinator for Education, Labor and the Arts 
and Humanities. Former President George Bush appointed her a Founding 
Director of the Points of Light Foundation, a board on which she continues 
to serve. In addition to serving on numerous other boards — including 
being the first woman elected to the Coca-Cola Enterprises Board of 
Directors — Dr. Cole chairs the Board of the Department of Education’s 
Fund for the Improvement of Post Secondary Education and she is also the 
chair of the Presidents of the 41-member institutions of the United Negro 
College Fund. She is a trustee of the Rockefeller Foundation. 

Dr. Cole was named one of America’s most outstanding African 
Americans in the 20th anniversary issues of Essence and Black Enterprise 
magazines. Her two textbooks are used in classrooms throughout the United 
States, and some of her many published articles are reprinted in academic 
and popular journals. Her latest book is Conversations: Straight Talk With 
America’s Sister President (1993). 


Flawn’s research interests include mineral resources, environment 
and public policy, economic geology, environmental geology and the 
geology of Texas and Mexico. He authored the first textbook ever 
published on environmental geology in addition to five other books or 
major reports and more than 60 papers and articles. 

Flawn’s numerous awards and honors include the Condecoracion de la 
Orden del Sol del Peru, which he received in 1984. He is a director of the 
Southwest Research Institute and chaired the advisory board to the 
Institute’s Center for Nuclear Waste Regulatory Analyses from 1989 to 
1994. His membership on countless other advisory committees and boards 
includes service on the National Science Board from 1980 to 1986. His 
corporate directorships include, among others, Global Marine Inc., Harte- 
Hanks Communications, Inc., National Instruments Corporation and 
Tenneco, Inc. 


RCA classical recording to sell more than a million copies, four ASCAP 
awards for service to contemporary music, the first Guggenheim Fellowship 
ever awarded to a conductor and the George Peabody Medal for outstanding 
contributions to music in America. Shaw was appointed to the National 
Council on the Arts by former President Jimmy Carter. 

A regular guest conductor of major orchestras in this country and abroad, 
Shaw is also in demand as a teacher and lecturer in leading U.S. colleges 
and universities. The Robert Shaw Institute was founded in recent years to 
foster excellence in music-making, especially in the choral arts. The 
Institute’s summer festivals in southwest France have attracted international 
praise and produced several recordings by the Robert Shaw Festival 
Singers. 

In New York’s Carnegie Hall earlier this month and in Cleveland’s 
Severance Hall in April, students in the Oberlin College Choir and the 
Tappan Singers sang under Shaw’s direction. The Oberlin ensembles joined 
the Cleveland Orchestra Chorus when Shaw conducted the Cleveland 
Orchestra in Gustav Mahler’s Eighth Symphony. The orchestra choruses of 
Atlanta and the Cincinnati May Festival joined the Oberlin and Cleveland 
ensembles in Carnegie Hall.
